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Module  3:  Think  Outside  the  Box 
Section  1:  Creativity  and  Artists 

In  this  section  students  will  read  about  artists  who  are  creative  and  innovative.  The  major  focus  of  the  section 
is  on  viewing  and  representing  skills. 

• For  Lesson  1 students  will  need  a camera  and  film.  Students  will  be  taking  action  photos.  Therefore, 
they  will  need  to  be  able  to  adjust  the  speed  of  their  cameras.  If  they  are  using  an  automatic  camera  or 
a disposable  camera,  they  will  need  two  kinds  of  film:  a faster  film  (ISO  400  or  higher)  and  a slower  film 
(ISO  100  or  lower). 

• For  Lesson  2 students  will  need  to  familiarize  themselves  with  various  materials  used  by  sculptors:  clay, 
wood,  stone,  bronze,  and  so  on.  If  possible,  students  are  encouraged  to  view  various  sculptures  in  their 
communities  and  take  photographs  of  them.  If  this  is  not  possible,  students  can  visit  the  library  and 
photocopy  pictures  of  sculptures  in  encyclopedias,  books,  and  magazines.  They  can  also  find  pictures  of 
sculptures  on  the  Internet. 

• For  Lesson  3 students  would  benefit  from  listening  to  various  percussion  instruments  and  feeling  the 
vibrations  these  instruments  make. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
